general Satisfaction I have heard exprefled in fevrral 
Places where thefe military Edifices (to ule the Ex- 
preffion, Mr. D*Anters thought would moft probably 
render them odious to his Readers) have been ercéted, 
which are fo fat from filling the People with dreadful 
Apprebenfions, that they are viewed with the utmoft 
Joy by all who know the real Ufe of a moderate 
armed Force in this Kingdom, and confider the Care 
and tender Concern for the private Eafe of the Subjed, 
which thefe Buildings demonftrate ; if the Jufelence, 
Debauchery and Idlenefs of fome Soldiers were dange- 
rous Examples in the Families in which they were 
quarter’d, is ic not a moft defirable Event to have them 
thus feparated from the People, by which Means they 
are {till fure of theie Protection, without the Trouble 
of their Company, when they don’t defire it ? 
T o the above Advantage may be added many more, 
particularly the Improvement of Difcipline and good 
Orderin fuch Troops as are lodged in Barracks; it 
being in the Power of thofe who are quarter-d upon 
Families, to drink, and fit wp late, whenever they 
pleafé, which is too frequently attendett by other In- 
conveniencies ; whereas in Barracks they are obliged to 
conform to the moft reafonable Hours of Retir-m-nt, 
which does not only conduce to the Sobriety and 
Frugality of the Soldiers, but to the Prevention of 
any Diforder from them, they being cenftantly fhut 
up before thofe Hours in which Omtrages and Infults 
moft generally happen. Nay, has it not been the 
conftant Praétice, in all conquer’d Provinces, to 
lodge Soldiers in private Families, that they mighe 
have an Eye upon the Actions of the People: In a 
fr.e Country, the Inconveniency attending the Quar- 
tering of Troops in Families has always requir’d a 
Remedy, and is now happily redrefled in feveral 
Parts of the Britif Dominions, and many more are in 
Hopes of the fame Benefic: Yer fuch is the Malice 
ot our Malecontents, that it emboldens them to repre- 
{ necthat as a Grievance in the Face of the whole Na- 
tion, which the ebole Nation knows to be a defirable 
publick Advantage ! 

IN order to fhew how we are ericompafs'd wirh 
military Force, Mr. D’ Anvers complains of the Forse 
Guards taking away all the Pleafure of his Welk to 
Marvbone,and Mr. Common Senfe declares War againtt 
the Fcot Guards lor exercifing in the Park, and telling 
us that their fanding in Rank, and handling their Arms, 
are no Iefs than continual bofile PRePARATI ONS !
